Mr. Hoover issued his statement. in 
a six-hour stop-over between trains, 
en route from the west coast to New 
York city. He was mildly embar- 
rassed when a crowd, recognizing him 
in the train shed, applauded him. The 
former president, who yesterday began 
his sixty-second year, doffed his hat 
and smiled. 

He conferred at a hotel with pér- 
sonal ‘riends—who said Mr. Hoover 
saw no republican party leaders. here 
—and then boarded a train for New 
York, 

Full Statement. 


Mr. Hoover's statement follows: 

“The past two years have made it 
clear that the administration intends 
to bring about a fundamental change 
in. the structure and balance of pow- 
ers in our government as distinguish- 
ed from the normal development of the 
constitution to meet specific prob- 
lems as ofttime in the past. This 
has been evident from the demands 
made upon and the surrender by con- 


gress to the President of powers 
reaching to dictatorial dimensions and 
in the invasion of state’s rights. For 
two years primary liberties of the 
people have been trampled upon. 
“In effect, the supreme court call- 
ed a halt to part of the concentra- 
tion of power which has resulted in 
creation of monopolies, in coercion, 
in repudiation and in other indirect 
invasion. The lower courts have de- 
clared still other acts unconstitutional. 
“But the president in his criticism 
of the supreme court, his reference 
to ‘horse-and-buggy days’ and to the 
powers of European governments, re- 
venled that these were not emergency 
measures nor temporary laws as had 
been asserted when they were pass- 
ed. Moreover, we have witnessed the 
astounding passage of bills to prevent 
our citizens from: having access to 


the courts to right their wrongs.

FARM PROSPERITY 

This is the period of the year 
when the progressive Georgia farm- 
er may look into the remaining 
months of the growing season and 
form a very accurate idea of the 
financial outcome of his farming 
operations for the year.

With the exception of the odds and 
ends of late crops which the diver- 
sified program encompasses, his in- 
terest is now centered on peanuts, 
corn and cotton. When he surveys 
his stands of these crops he knows 
that their final yield will depend 
largely upon the weather — over 
which he has no control—but by 
Striking an average of yearly con- 
ditions, he may arrive at a fairly 
accurate figure as to the yield of 
each crop. 

Generally speaking, Georgia has

WISCONSIN PAYS THE PENALTY 

The section-wide fight led by 
southern cotton growers and fats 
and oils producers against Wiscon- 
sin’s newly enacted 15-cent tax on 
margarine, has found unexpected 
support from the press of that 
state, which is pointing out the 
damage to Wisconsin industries 
should the southern states resort to 
a campaign of business retaliation.

This business 
amounted to many thousands of dol- 
lars and kept about 500 workers em- 
ployed for three months of the year.

Other reprisals have been put into 
effect or are contemplated, and the 
outcome will be felt in a number of 
directions and in a variety of indus- 
tries, because of the barriers between 
states that have been raised.

Health Talk

Uleer of the stomach (gastric ulcer) 
or of the duodenum (intestine just be- 
yond the stomach) is called peptic ul- 
cer. Various views as to the nature 
and cause of this common condition 
have led to the use of many: different 
methods or plans of treatment. At 
best, no treatment as yet has proved 
very satisfactory, though the Sippy 
regimen or some modification of it has 
given victims of peptic ulcer the great- 
est degree of comparative comfort and 
safety. 

The conviction has grown upon the 
profession that more is involved in 
these cases of peptic ulcer than the 
local lesion in the mucous membrane.

healthy stomach digest itself?” or 
“What causes the erosion or digestion 
of small areas of the mucous mem- 
brane of stomach or duodenum whi«b 
produces peptic ulcer?”

tables (rich in vitamins). I» experi- 
mental work he found that monkeys 
fed on diets poor in vitamins usually 
developed peptic ulcer. McCarrison 
was one of the first to prove that an 
adequate supply of vitamins is essen- 
tial to maintain normal nutrition and 
health of the gastro-intestinal tract. 
Many other investigators have con- 
firmed this since. Vitamins A, B and 
C appear to be particularly essential, 
and D to a lesser degree. 


Manville found that with a defi- 
ciency of vitamin A there is a failure 
in the sécretion of mucus in thé stom 
ach, and mucus is the natural pro- 
tective of the delicate stomach lining 
against irritants of all kinds and 
against digéstion by the gastric juice 
itself.

Yesterday I spent at the quail farm 
at Welaka, Fla., and had a wonder- 
ful time inspecting the place where 
quail become more quail by the ap- 
plication of thorough, scientifie meth- 
ods of propagation. Those of you 
who have not seen a quail farm in 
operation wil. probably be interest- 
ed in the modus operandi by which 
more birds are produced for restock- 
ing. 

This is a new plant and the stock 
is being builded from the ground up. 
That is to say, the breeding birds 
were trapped in the wild last winter 
and placed in pens, and are now pro- 
ducing the first generation of pen- 
raised -tock. Of 134 breeding pairs 
now in the hatchery, very few have 
not produced éggs in some quantity or 
other. The bobwhite is a very nerv- 
ous bird and one that is hard to 
place in captivity and the fact that 
egg production has been slightly above 
normal speaks well of the careful han- 
dling the birds have had. 

The idea is to get the native stock 
established by breeding from wild birds. 
When the next breeding season rolls 
around there will be plenty of pen- 
raised stock to mate and breed from, 
so that egg production will go up in 


ral.

President Alfred P. Sloan Jr., in 
announcing the program traced the 
expenditures to encouragement from a 
more asvured outlook for profitable 
development. The announcement came 
in connection with the company’s sec- 
ond-quarter earnings report which 
showed net profit after preferred 
dividends of $49,924,912, equivalent to 
$1.17 a share, compared’ with 
cents a share in the second quarter 
of 1934. Six months’® profit was 
equivalent to $1.85 a share compared 
with $1.51 a share in the 1934 pe- 
riod.

ITALIAN CIRCLES SCORN 
SELASSIE CONCESSION REPORT 

ROME, Aug. 11.—(4)—Informed 
circles expressed deep scorn tonight 
at reports from Addis Ababa that 
Emperor Haile Selassie had indicated 
a willingness to concede a portion 
of Ogaden to Italy for a heavily fi- 
nancial loan or an outlet to the sea. 

With Italy reportedly possessing a 
new and powerful weapon for aerial 
attack in the event of war with Bthi- 
opia and the nation continuing its 
military preparations at emergenc 
speed, authoritative quarters said Ital- 
lians felt hiopia’s reported offer 
constituted a™last minute effort fo in- 
terest other nations in “a strip of 
sand.” 

While it was conceded other nations 
might be interested in their reported 
offer by the Ethiopian emperor, it 
was asserted Italy could not be in- 
terested in the “sand trap” and in 
other eoncessions which assertefly 
do not meet Premier Musgolini’s idea 
for ‘‘total solution of the problem. 

No Prestige Lost. 

Italian sources were equally scorn- 
ful of reports that the emperor said 
he did not desire “to force a loss of 
Italian prestige.” Italy, it was in- 
sisted, has not lost prestige in its 
dealings with Ethiopia and “‘does not 
intend to do so.” 

It was. suggested if the emperor 
found himself so “jealous” of Italy’s 
prestige, he would be willing to treat 
with Italy directly on a basis of. the 
treaty of 1928 between the two na- 
tions. 

The weapon, details of which were 
carefully withheld, was said to have 
been tried out during naval maneu- 
vérs at Spezia yesterday in the pres- 
ence of Premier Mussolini himself and 
to the entire satisfaction of naval and 
military officers. 

The Italian press pointed to the 
success of aerial and tactical maneu- 
vers held Thursday and Friday among 
the rocky Alpine peaks as well as 
those at Spezia as proo® that Italy is 
more thau ready to meet the Ethi- 
opian army, now reported reaching a 
mobilization point of 700, 

Mimic Warfare in Alps. 

Aviation expert: said that attack- 
ing and defending squadrons carried 
out a mimic warfare over the Alps 
with “perfect piloting” at altitudes of 
15,000 and 20,000 feet. 

They said also that the maneuvers 
proved conclusively the superior work 
of Italian aviation “both for defense 
and offense unnder the most difficult 
circumstances.” 

Newspapers, apparently sensing the 
government’s stern attitude toward 
speculation as to the cause of the 
desert plane crash of last week in 
which Minister of Public Works Raz- 
za and his six companions were 
killed, refrained from guesswork about 
that disaster. They reproduced dis- 
patches from London suggesting the 
possibility of sabotage, however. 

Officials scoffed at reports circu- 
lated in London that the plane took 
off against the advice of officials at 
Cairo.

“My cr w rowed toward the man, 
who was thrashing madly about in 
the water and screaming something 
about a 4-man. When they attempted 
to get him into the lifeboat, he clawed 
and fougkt with them. Finally by 
sheer force they rescued him and 
brought him aboard the Ripple. 

Raves and Screams. 

“He raved and screamed and strug- 
gled before we could quiet him, e 
appeared to be completely exhausted 
from his swim and must have been 
many hours in the sea before we 
sighted him. 

“He wore shoes, heavy pants and 
a sweater and. obviously was de- 
mented. 

“The seas were fairly calm, but he 
kept muttering about the ‘“shark-in- 
fested waters” and said he had 
braved them to display his courage to 
President Roosevelt and the head of 
the “G-mer,” J. Edgar Hoover. 

“We wrapped him in _ blankets, 
gave him etimulants and then put 
him in a bunk, where I kept him un- 
til the airplane arrived to carry him 
back to Boston.”

From District Attorney Buron Fitts 
came a statement that “immediate 
steps will be taken to prevent such 
an experiment, if it is attempted.” 

Dr. George Parrish, city health of- 
ficer, said he was sure the law would 


not permit Dr. Willard to “carry his 
human guinea pig idea “Any further 
than the exploitation stage.”: Dr. ©. 
C.° Varn, city humane officer, was 
considering action against Dr. Wil- 
lard because cf one monkey he said 
he had frozen and revived, a second 
which died permanently and a third 
which was still in “storage.” 

“If I cannot perform my work in 
America unhindered,” countered the 
Russian-born chemist, “I shall carry 
my equipment and Se to Mexi- 
co or to Europe. n all events, I 
mean to prove to the world that this is 
not fantastic—but that it is the logi- 
eal, future method of.combating dis-

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DOVE-SKEET WINS 
PRAISE AT TRAPS 


By Jack Troy. 

You’ve heard it said that this fellow 
or that one “had something.” That’s 
exactly the case in Clint Davis’ new 
form of scatter gun pastiming, dove- 
skeet. Davis really has got something 
there. 

Atlanta shooters tried it out yester- 
day and they met the new sport with 
hearty approbation. 


One might grow weary of skeet or 
the 16 yards at trap. And one might 
say neither is a practical preparation 
_for shooting in the field. But when 
you consider Clint Davis’ new inven- 
'tion, it cannot be said that it is not 
a practical means of preparing for 
the season’s hunts. 

Dove-skeet is a combination of skeet, 
| the 16 yards and the closest approach 
to dove shooting dreamed of. It is the 
answer to the dove hunter’s prayer in 
off season. 

There is a platform with five posi- 
tions, just as the 16-yard statfons, 
placed in the center of the north skeet 
field. Placed well back to either side 
are two 25-foot towers, each having 
traps. And then there is, of course, 
the 16-yard traps in front of the 
stations. 

It’s all controlled by a puller locat- 
ed in a central pull stand, The shoot- 
er knows not from whence to expect 
a target. It might be a straight away 
from the 16-yard traps or a fast-wing- 
ing angle target from either one of 
the tall towers. Or then it might be 
a crossing target from either of the 
skeet houses. 

FAST TARGET. 

Those high-flying targets from. the 
towers come from behind the shoot- 
ers, of course, so they have to pick 
them up as they speed on toward the 
trees across from the hilltop.
